at the investigntion:—

Andrew Fleming, sworn.—I am & ki in
the glrlm. and bud churge of Christian Berger;
on Monday his mother was allowed 1o see him
and gave him an apple, part of which he ate;
gince then no one has visited him but a minister
of the Gospel nnd ollicial visitors; 1 never knew
of his ibreateviog fo take lie J1ife; yesterday I
was at his cell o Httle wfler seven o'clook: at din-
ner time 1 was there agiin, and he asked to have
more meat; nbout five o'olock I agein went to
the cell, 4. found him Iying on ks face on the
floor; his fmoe was » bluckish red, and wlwr}
1litted him up he could not speak; | remaine
with him well on to six o'clock; I asked him i
he had been teking anything, aad he said ho had
not; Dr. Klspp had been sent for and he cxam-
ined Berger srd fell his pulse; balore 1 left him
no sald, 'Fleming, can you do anything for me:"’
I did not see him again uutil 1 found him this
murn'iu[f deads; he was lying on his side, head
down; last week he complained ol feeling un-
well, and’ #htd e wos worried; he was @ hearty
enter,

Dr. H. Klapp testified tbat he ‘saw Bergor
about & week ago, when he was suffering from «
slight pilious aesack, gave him medieine, and he
recoversd.  The next the dootor suw of him was
on Wednesdny nbout 5 o'clock, when he joand
him saffering from epilepgy: npphied the proper
remedies, andin an hour he cameout of the fit
and regovered hig yoree; sopght to aseortain i
he had been teking anything, which he dended.
The doctor saw him again ut hall-past 9 o'clock,
when he was psleep in o chuar; ealled him three
or four times betore be anewered; spoke Lo him
about sh-urmg in o chodr, and be sald he would
go to bed; noticed volling onusual in him;
never mtimated that he intended to commit
gulcide. He (¢!t no paper Behind; could not
read nor write; on ane occuston be askod as to
the amonnl ot pain by haneing,

Dr. Bhapleigh, sworn—1 made a post-mortem
examinntion of the body of Christian Berger;
Tound a slight abrasion on the right side of the
fnce, as il mom a fall; the fice, neck, nud npper
part of the breast were of adark color; fonnd
1the heart, lnngs, wod liver in a healthy gondi-
tion; the bloodvessels of the sculp were filled
with blood, and the brain was in 4 state of great
congestion; slso the membranes of the brain.
I sm ol the opimen thal Christinn Berger eame
to his death from congestion of the brain, There
are mauy causes of congestion of the brain,
Convulsions will eause i1t lnterruption of respi-
ration algo, and of the circulation of the blood,
He might have had o convalsion in the aiter-
noon, and & worse oue at night. There was no
indication of polson. The drawing up ol the
mouth nud frothing at the mouth indicate spas-
modic motion. The stomach was nearly empty;
the intestines were In a hoslthy couodition.
Active poison would have caunsed fnflpmmation
ol the gtomach; narcotics conld be detectord in
no other way except by the smell, or by chemi-
cal analysis,

The testimony wans here closed, and the jury
returned a verdict of death from congestion ot
the brain,  Arrangemcuts were made by the
father of Berger to have Lim buried,

LECTURE ON TEMPERAN or.—Last even-
ing one of the largest audiences that eyer
rrnced the Acndemy of Musie assembied to
isten (o a lectore, which was delivered by John
B. Gough, Esq,, on the subject of “Temper-
anee.” Long belore the spedker appeared the
platform and other pares ol the spacions build-
ing were filled with the friends ol Lhe elogquent
speaker, who on muking his uppearance was
gréeted with rounds of applause,

Mr, P, B. Simons, President of the Young
Men’s Christian  Assoclation, under whose
auspices these lectures were delivered, intra-
duced the lecturer, The address, althouczh
mostly composed of thoughts contained 1in his
previous eéfforty on this subject;, was listened to
with the most profound attention for about two
hours, In commencing, he alluded to the ract
that the subject whiclr he intended to speak of
had been g0 often brought betore the mind of
the public that but Little that was new could be
saul in reference to its claims,

He nevertheless believed it td be his duty to
spenk in tuyor of this greal reform as long as he
could claim the atrention of an intelligent audi-
ence, and gather around him those for whom
the sympathies of the fricnds of temperance
were so freely enlisted,

He then alluded to the evil consequences at-
tending his course before he teutified himself
with the temperance moyement, At that time
he had little hope that he could gain o perma-
ment mastery over his former habits, He here
drew a picture of the intbriate, and interspersed
his mmarks with ancedotes based on facts which
had come urder his notice, to show how intem-
perauce would lead to poverty, vice, and not
unirequently 1o death,

In order to escape rom the tight grasp of the
passion which binds him, the incbriste muost
exerclse decision of chwrncter, and under all
circumstaonccs avold the enticements thrown in
Lis way w purteke ol the intoxicsting bowl. He
felt hu 1!:)- i believing that he had been instru-
memuf n reclaiming some row this particular
vice, some of whom had greeted him with the
warm grasp of the band, and with feelings of
gratitude bid him God-speed tor the good thus
accomplished in their indwidual cases,

The death-bed scene of the drunkard was pic-
tured In vivid colors, and bis final doom alludéd
1o in & mannper to eause & shudder through the
gudience. The inebriate bus an enemy within,
which is constantly erving *Give, give, give”

The spesker here alluded to the testimony of
Dr. Kane, Prolessor Miller, Dr, Livingston, and
others, in support of the temperance cause,
They did not believe that the use of Liquor ad a
medicine wias necessary ut ull times. Bome men,
snld he, even believe that they can better recon-
struct the Government while under the influence
of liguor. This remark was greeled with pro-
Jonged apylanse,

In alluding to our late President, Abraham
Lincoln, he said that he woas noted for his firm-
ness of chavacter, stricy tempersnce pringiples,
and the fear of God.

The audience again showed their approval of
the gentiments uttered by loud snd continued
applause, lasting lor several minutes,
